ians employ carrier pigeons .in holding 
communication with tho outsido world 
and to destroy this line of commuuicaticn 
wo are told that t^e Prussians hav* calte( 
1 rained hawks int >_their service. Tho ori 
gin of falconry, or~**hawking, is tracei 
baek to the middle of the fourth century 
It was once tho favorite pastime of th 
nobility on tho Continent and in Engbni 
and there was a timo in Franco when thi 
King never rode ' out [on any occawon o 
couscqueneo without being attended b; 
his falconier, who was an officer of emi 
nence. Iu warlike days this txclusiv 
BportjWas often patronised by the com 
manders of the forces. Froissart inform 
us that when Edward III. invaded Franc 
he had with his army thirty falionicra o: 
horseback, whose sole duty was to look a: 
ter the hawks. The King, when wear 
of the bustle of camp, would ride out intc 
the forests nnd fields with an escort, an 
with tho aid of his hawks indulge in tli 
pleasures of tho chase. But Bismarck, w 
believe, has been first to bring falconry t< 
practical use in timo of war. 
There wa. 


no way to stop the return flight of Carrie 
pigeons taken out of Paris by balloon bu 
by calling to Ilia assistance trained hawkr 
Tho flight of tho falcon is amazing in i 
swiftness. Henry IV, King of Franc 


ad a hawk which escaped from Fontaiu- 
leau, and iu 24 hours after was found in 
talta, a space of not leas than 1,350 milea 


Now, 
iia the falcorrvjoes not fly by night, 


nd if wo allow eighteen hours for day- 
ght, wo have a velocity of seventy-five 


milos an hour. The allowance of daylight 
9 probably too mneh, still it is better to 
nder estimate rather than to overestimate 
he performance. The flight of the pigeon 
s also long and rapid, but not equal to 
>at of the hawk. 
While the one will do 


s hundred miles in something like two 
ours, the other will accomplish the dis- 
unce in about an hour aud a quarter, 
"ho pigeon will communicate only one 
ay. It has a strong instinctive lore of 
ome, and when carried from borne and 
ot free, if the distance is not more than 
vo hundred miles, will swiftly return to 
10 old nest. Man takes advantage of this 
cling, nnd by entrusting messages to the 
itda brought from home he rostd assured 
hat each message will safely be delivered 
o friends left behind. 


An English writer tells us: "Tho cour- 


go and love of home of any of these 
rds is so remarkable that good old birds, 
kept iu confinement and bred from for 


ny length of time (very commonly two 
ears,}1 will, when, they are let out, leave 
' o place tho instant they aro at liberty 
id forsake mate, eggs and young to try 
ud find tueir old homc.^M-ny instances 
re known where a cock and hen from cno 
>ft have been shut up, thus: The cock 
as boon let out while the lieu has been 
ttmg on eggs. This is commonly done, 
ecause it is well known to be a strong tie

oui leaving ; but as soon as he has satis- 
ed himself that his home is to be regained 
0 his rushed in to tho hen, drove her off 
ie nest and out; and both havo sailed 
way together. Frequently, after a long 
bsence the bird finds its old homo pulled 
own, 
ita former owner having removed. 


t will then hang about tho place, resist- 
njf nil tho efforts of tho other pigeon 
cepors to catch it by getting it to settle 
•ith thoir birds and enticing it with food 
nto their traps. It will in some cases 
arro to death, and often becomes so weak 
b.it if it flies down into the street in 
oarch of food it is too exhausted to fly 
p, and ia taken iu the hand. When such 
bird appears at a place in this way, 
eighboring pigeon keepers know it to be 
1 a good kind, and resort to every avti- 
co to catch it, in order to improve their 
train. Sometimes the ''bird, finding its 
omo gone, will return to the place from 
?hich it has been lot out, mostly on tho 
ocond, but even on the third day after, 
'he experienced pigeon keeper lets it rest 
or a day or two, entices it with a little 
crap seed, and again lets it out early in 
ho morning. It is nearly sure to leave 
gain, but does not stop so long, and re- 
urns before night fall.

'here will be no fierce battles in tbo clouds 
inoo the trusty messengers of tho French 
vill not bo able to offer resistance against 
he strong beak and sharp talons of the 
alcon. But it will require a sharp look- 
>ut on the part of the invaders to discover 
ill the pigeons let loose in 'fours in timo 
0 successfully direct against them the 
rained hawks of tho Prussian camps. We 
bus see w;ir reviving the customs of the 
mHt. Tho ufto of carrier pigeons calls for 
ho use of falcons, and hereafter trained 
birds promise to play an important part in 
very prominent siege.

IILK KUTTEll AND CHEESE AS AX ARTICLE 


Ol? FOOD. 


From the Syracuse Journal. 


There i«, perhaps, no cheaper method of 


tutting the nutritive elements into a di- 
;estiblo form than in tho production of 
milk. In milk we have all the elements 
.ceded in food, and in the right and pro- 
ier proportions. The butter supplies ear- 
on, which combines with the oxygen of 
bo air we breathe to supply heat. In 
urd of the milk is contained all the 
lemcnts needed 
to 
supply forco or 


trengtb, by making good the waste of the 
rain, muscles, bones, liver, lungs, etc, 
to. Tho human body may be called a 
machine for the production of force, and 
o generate force, tho body must be warm- 
xl, but warmth alone is not sufficient. 
Our ancestors used butter 
to secure 


warmth, and in addition, they used in one 
orra or another, and to a considerable ex- 
tent, tho curd of the milk. Their de- 
scendcnts use butter so extravagantly as 
o make it cost them more than their 
read, while they discard the curd as fit 
nly for hogs, or wbile they discard the 
urd as fit only for hogs, or export it in 
ho form of cheese, to give strength to tho 
workers and thinkers oi Uhrope.

other things being equal) upon his physi- 
al or intellectual performances,' and for 
bility to perform ho depends upon vigor, 
which is supplied by food; hence it may 
>c said, as a man's food is nutritious, or 
jtherwisc, so is hie ability to distinguish 
limself among his fellow men, and this is 
true, not only of individuals, but of com- 
munities. Our ancestors, because they. 
used a larger proportion of ibc curd of 
milk, were less dyspeptic, and stronger, 
both physically and intellectually, than 
we. Tho Holland Dutch, because they 
use the curd of the milk as well as the but- 
ter, have strong stomachs, and have ac- 
complished results, to which, taking re- 
sources into account, theie is no parallel 
n the history of the world. 


It is commonly supposed by Americans 


hat cheese produces dyspepsia and conet!- 
>ation, but these complaints arc almost 
entirely unknown in communities where 
cheese forms a prominent article of diet. 
As tho stomach of a man who has beeu for 
some time wholly deprived of nutriment, 
may be so weak as not to be able to receive 
wholesome and easily digested food, go the 
stomachs of many Americans arc weak- 
ened by the use of improper food until 
ihey become incapable of digesting cheese. 


Lactic acid, or tho acid of milk, is one 


of the most effective aids to digestion 
,hat can be taken into 
the stomach. 


[During my investigation?, which have ex- 
ended over a period of over twenty-five 
years, I have nover found an individual 
who had habitually from childhood used 
buttermilk,' sour skimmed milk, or sour 
milk cheese, who suifered to any extent 
from dyspepsia, and such persons arc not 
only dyspeptic, but aro free from tbo 
thousand and ono weaknesses from which 
Americans suffer so much, and which 
oblige them to patronize doctors, drug- 
gists and quack medicine makers to an 
extent never before witnessed in this 
world, and I hope in no other. 


In the feeding of eour milk to hoga, the 


dairymen do not realize more than about 
one cent per pound for the curd, a pound 
of which is worth, as food, at least as much 
is a pound of beef or two pounds of pork. 
This curd, when converted into what is 
known as pot cheee, or Dutch cheese, is 
not only nutritious and easily digested, 
)ut is so relishablo that there are very 
lew who aro not fond of it. That it is cheap 
hod, is evident from the use made of it by 
he Germans, who are rigidly economical 
n their diet. 


A company of Germans in Philadelphia 


manufacture what they call band cheese 
[rora the curd of sour milk which they 
purchase from tbe farmers, paying therefor 
threo or four cents per pound.

A New and Terrible Disease. 


CHIC vao, Dec. 4. 


The city of Elgin, some forty miles west 


of Chicago, is greatly excited by tho ap- 
pearance of a strange disease in that vicin- 
ity, the first case known of which termin- 
ated fatally on Friday last. The facts ar» 
ag follows. On Friday week, Mrs. C. W. 
Daniels, a lady 22 years of age, who was 
married two years ago, and gave birth to 
a child eleven months since, was prostrated 
by what seemed at first to be premon- 
itory 
symptoms 
of 
typhoid 
fever. 


She had not \ery well for bomo time pre- 
vious, but nothing serious was anticipated 
until Sunday, when she was compelled to 
take to her bed and place herself under 
medical treatment. She complained of 
pains in her bones and soreness in her 
flesh. Nothing very unusual, however, 
was observed until Sunday morning.when 
tie milk from her breast attracted atten- 
tion by its dark color, it looking like tho 
washings from an ink bottlei. On sub- 
mitting tho milk to a microscopic examin- 
ation it was found to contain immense num- 
bers of animalcuhe, different in size and 
shape from any human parasite which 
the attending physician had ever seen or 
heard. 
They seemed to be somewhat hex- 


ogonal m form, longer one way than the 
other. They did not seem to have any 
head but wero evidently alive, judging 
from tho way in which they moved about. 
Their sue was estimated bj the Doctor as 
varying from the one hundroth thousand 
to tho five hundreth thousand part of an 
inch in diameter. The power of the mi- 
croscope used varied from 230 to 800 di- 
ameters, tlio former power being required 
to make tlio insects visible. They wero

from six dollars to five fifty, then to five 
thirty, five fifteen, fivo dollars, four seven- 
ty-five, four sixty, and fifty, and so on 
down to as low as throo ten, at which some 
was sold lust month, buyers' option.

There is no telling how many barrels 


were sold, for many of the buyers, seeing 
they were caught and would lose, settled 
their contracts by compromising and pay- 
ing [differences.

These 
propositions, it is reported, the sellers 
declined to accept, 
demanding 
more. 


Tho buyers then fearing that the bears 


would manipulate the market so as to run 
the price of oil down much lower at the 
end of the year, to rnuko the difference 
.still greater against them at the tirno their 
contracts expired, took the matter in their 
own bands, formed a combination by join- 
ing interests and agreeing to concert of 
action. Then after secuiing control of all 
the oil they could, making arrangements 
for cars, providing themselves with funds to 
pay for all the oil that conld be delivered to 
them, they unitedly made a demand on 
the first of the month for all the oil tho 
contracts called for, tho buyers all selecting 
Miller farm as the place to receive the oil, 
making two hundred thousand barrels to 
be delivered on board the cars nt. Miller 
farm in ten days. 


This is the "corner." The bulls claim 


that tho bears have no% and cannot get 
half of the oi!, and if they have it, or can 
get it, it is impossible for them to deliver

It will be seen that it ia an important 
oint with tho bears to furnish the oil 
ney have sold, but as it must be delivered 
n the Upper road, they, of course, 
aturally claim their right to bring oil to 
he Upper road from any one of tho prin- 
ipal points of production where they may 
as able to buy.

Boiler Explosion on the Isaac 
Weed Far ni— One Ittan Killed. 
At eight o'clock yesterday morning 


occurred one of those periodic boiler ex- 
plosions that so often startles our commun- 
ity. 
About one hundred feet north of the 


residence of Isaac Weed, and just at the 
road-side, stands a well that was struck on 
Now Year's day last, and which has been 
run since, producing lately but a few bar- 
rels of oil per day. The boiler at this well 
doea double daty, running also an engine 
across the rond, and about ten rods away. 
The engineer in charge yesterday morn- 
ing, a Mr. Chaffeo, tells ua that Byron 
Reeves, a brother-in-law of Mr. Weed, 
earno into tho engine house, and asked him 
to go over to his (Chaffeo's) house and 
bring bim a clean shirt, saying he would 
watch things while he was gone. Mr, 
Chaffeo says he tried the upper guage, and 
it threw out water, and spattered a news- 
paper that Reeves had in his hand, and 
that the steam guage showed only sixty- 
five pounds of stoam. Mr. C. "went on tbe 
errand, and as he neared the engine house 
in returning, and whon about four rods 
from 
by 
and 


it, 
he 
was 
stunned 


tho 
explosion 
of 
the 
boiler, 


himself 
bespattered 
with 
dirt. 


We may udd that he was of course badly 
scared, and for a few moments completely 
bewildered. Ho says ho had an impres- 
sion of something rushing through the 
branches of a wild cherry tree near him. 
By the timo he recovered from tho shook, 
two or threfc men had arrived on tho spot, 
and found a scene of ruin spread before 
them that can only be produced by the 
immense power of steam, powder or nitro- 
glycerine explosions. 
Unfortunate Mr. 


Reeves was found lying in tho mud near- 
ly across the road and about seventy-five 
feet from where the boiler stood. He had 
been thrown up in the air at least twenty- 
five feet, as shreds of his clothing had been 
torn from, him in his swift passage through 
tho branches of a tree, somo of which had 
broken by his body coming in con tact with 
them. When found ho had a coat sleeve 
on one arm, a part of his pantaloons, 
and a rubber boot on one leg'and B frag- 
ment of ehirt over a part of his breast. 
The uncovered part of bia body was scald- 
ed to u fearful extent, one arm broken 
at tho elbow nnd the bones of one shoulder 
shattered. 
How 
instant death 
was 


prevented is very strange, as he weighed 
22o pounds, and the fall alone would 
seem to be sufficient to destroy life. 
He 


was carried into the house of Isaac Weed. 
Doctor Variun was summoned and came 
to the aid of the sufferer us soon aa pos- 
sible and rendered all assistance tho case 
afforded. Reeves was unconscious .for 
Home timo but falowly regained possession 
of his faculties. When we were in his 
room, at eleven o'clock, he kept asking for 
water, recognized some of his friends, and 
asked, "what was the eiplosion ?" 
To 


the inquiry as to how ho felt, ho replied 
"Pretty well for an old man." Tho Doc- 
tor informed us that the external injuries 
were 'not of a sufficiently serious nature 
to causo death, but that his recovery 
would depend upon what internal injuries 
ho might have sustained, and whether he 
could rally from tho shock to his nervous 
system. The sufferer had kind care and 
attendance. 
Ho was twenty-two years
